Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of forming composite parts by forming 
layers of parallel fibers embedded in resin, partially curing them via ionizing radiation,„ 
stacking the layers on a non-planar support and fully curing them, wherein the degree of 
partial curing is determined by the ratio of either the shore D hardness of the partially 
cured layer to that of one fully cured being 0.5-0.7 or by the difference between the 
glass transition temperature of the partially cured layer and that of one fully cured being 
between 30 and 120C. While Green discloses partially curing the layers, the reference 
uses a variety of cure times, ranging from 1 second to 60 seconds with no suggestion of 
a desirable time length. Applicant's specification. Table, page 20, indicates the change 
occurs very rapidly, over a very short length of time, since in the table the claimed range 
occurs only between about 23 and 28 seconds. The reference does not suggest times 
in this range. Absent evidence showing that the difference in glass transition 
temperatures occurs over such a wide range that the examples in Green would meet 
applicant's claimed ranges, the claims are considered allowable.
